ATTENDANCE. 

The  present  law  requires  "that  every  child  between  the  ages  of 
7  and  14  inclusive,  shall  attend  some  public  school  during  the  time 
such  school  is  in  session."  This  law  provides  that  those  physically 
or  mentally  incapacitated  and  those  receiving  equivalent  instruc- 
tion, in  some  other  way,  may  be  excused.  "Any  person  having 
control  of  a  child  who  is  an  habitual  truant,  and  being  responsible 
for  such  truancy,  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding  $20. 00  for  the  use  of 
public  schools  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  such  child  resides,  to 
be  recovered  by  the  truant  officer  on  complaint,  or  shall  be  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

Schools. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good  in  most  of  our  schools  and 
good  work  has  been  done;  hence  commendable  grogress  has  been 
made  in  the  various  branches  taught.  Your  committee  have  en- 
deavored to  procure  teachers  whom  they  thought  to  be  well  quali- 
fied to  teach  the  schools  assigned  to  them.  Our  present  corps  of 
teachers  is  faithful,  conscientious,  competent  and  untiring  in  their 
efforts  to  advance  pupils  as  fast  as  possible,  and  still  have  the  work 
thoroughly  done.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  most  of  our  scholars 
have  shown  praiseworthy  interest  in  their  work.  In  some  respects 
the  years  work  has  been  quite  satisfactory;  but  there  is  need  of 
improvement  in  certain  phases  of  school  life,  so  that  our  schools 
may  be  more  efficient.  I  wish  that  the  parents  would  visit  the 
schools  more  often  than  they  do.  It  would  help  much  in  maintain- 
ing an  interest  in  the  schools,  and  the  children  will  be  Stimulated 
to  do  their  best,  and  the  teachers  would  be  encouraged.  Such  visits 
will  enable  the  parents  to  observe  the  standing  of  their  own  chil- 
dren in  the  class,  and  they  will  be  able  to  understand  why  some 
other  children  rank  higher  than  their  own  and  thus  will  not 
.be  so  ready  to  accuse  the  teacher  of  showing  partiality. 

Text  Books 

Your  Superintendent,  last  year,  reported  the  text  books  as  in  a 
"deplorable  condition."    I  found  this  statement  to  be  absolutely 

true.  Dutihg  the  year  many  of  the  old.  out  of  date  and  worn  out 
books  have  been  exchanged,  namely:  the  Arithmetics.  (Geographies. 
Language  books  in  part,  S.  Histories  in  parti  and  Reading 
books — in  part.  Some  of  the  old  books  that  are  111  fairly  good  con- 
dition have  been  retained  for  use  in  the  smaller  classes  of  the  same 
grade. 

We  have  had  to  buy  quite  s  large  number  of  books  for  our  High 
School. 

All  the  new  books  are  giving  excellent  satisfaction.  We  have 
more  scholars  111  our  village  schools  than  ever  before.      It  was  nec- 
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essary  to  provide  these  scholars  with  books.  Because  of  these  extra 
:lemaii(ls  our  book  account  has  been  overdrawn,  and  there  is  still  an 
Open  account  with  Cxint]  &  Co.,  and  the  American  Book  Co. 

Supplies  and  Appliances. 

I  would  recommend  that  instead  of  raising  our  money  for  sup- 
plies in  connection  with  our  book  account,  that  we  raise  money  for 
Supplies  and  appliances  and  let  this  include  the  amount  usually 
raised  for  the  laboratory. 

Nearly  all  of  our  school  rooms  are  in  need  of  charts  and  maps. 
We  ought  to  have  more  apparatus  and  appliances  for  our  laboratory, 
so  that  our  teachers  may  have  better  facilities  for  teaching  physics 
and  chemistry. 

Repairs. 

Your  committee  have  attended  to  all  necessary  repairs  during 
the  year. 

The  school  house  on  Sargent  Hill  has  been  repaired  and  when 
three  more  seats  are  put  down,  the  inside  doors  hung  and  the  wood 
work  painted,  the  scbool  room  will  present  a  neat,  attractive  ap- 
pearance. 

The  interior  of  all  our  rural  school  houses  ought  to  be  painted. 
I  believe  that  a  neat  attractive  school  room  is  an  inspiration  to  any 
student. 

High  School. 

We  are  still  trying  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  course  of  study 
that  was  introduced  about  two  years  ago.  The  first  two  classes  are 
now  in  line  with  the  course,  the  other  two  classes  are  a  little  mixed, 
but  we  will  be  able  to  provide  satisfactory  studies  for  them  during 
the  remainder  of  their  course. 

The  English  and  Latin  Scientific  courses  ought  to  be  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  give  our  young  people  a  good  business  education. 

In  order  to  do  this  and  do  any  satisfactory  work  in  our  College 
Preparatory  course,  we  must  provide  for  the  tenth  grade  outside  of 
the  High  school. 

Music. 

The  study  of  music  has  has  been  introduced  into  the  course  of 
study  in  many  towns.  The  influence  of  music  upon  the  child  tends 
:o  stimulate  the  mental  powers  and  aids  in  the  retention  of  Jcuowl- 
;dge,  hence  we  urge  that  music  be  taught  in  all  our  public  schools. 

Recommendations- 

Your  School  Committee  would  recommend  that  out  houses  be 
built  before  another  term,  if  possible,  for  the  Toll  Bridge  school  and 
he  Davis  school,  and  that  a  wood  shed  be  built  during  the  summer 
for  the  Lovejoy  school. 
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In  view  of  the  crowded  condition  of  our  village  schools,  the 
committee  would  also  recommend  that  a  room  be  provided  for  the 
Intermediate  school,  either  by  raising  the  roof  of  the  Primary 
school  building  and  put  on  another  story,  or  build  an  addition  on 
the  South  side.

High  school,  500  00 

Repairs.  1,000  00 

Text  books.  250  00 

Supplies,  Appliances  and  Laboratory,  100  (x> 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the 
citizens  of  Milo  for  their  kindness,  to  the  school  committee  for 
their  courtesy  and  help,  to  the  teachers  for  their  faithfulness  and 
hearty  co-operation,  and  to  the  scholars  for  their  good  behavior 
and  respect.
